Claims 1-15 are allowed because none of the prior art documents discloses or 
suggests the claimed elected species for Y and the claimed structure for an end unit in 
the claimed dendritic polymer having a branching structure. 

The search is further expanded to non-elected species, 5 structures for Y in claim 
9 and 34 structures for an end unit. However, no prior art has been found. 

Therefore, claims 1-15 with all of the species are allowed.
